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Curtous Anecdotes of the late celebrated Edward Wortley Montague. 
| From Dr. Moore’s Travels in Italy. | 


| E were lately at a converfazione at the Spanifh Ambajifador’s ; 
it might have pafied fora Pantomine entertainment. The 
Ambaffador, his lady, and daughters, {peak no language but Spanilh ; 
and unfortunately this was underltood by none of the company but 
the Duke of Berwick’s fon. Hearing that Mr. Montague refided at 
Venice, the D of H—-—— has had the curiofity to wait on that 
extraordinary. man. He met his Grace at the flair-head, and led us 
through fome apartments, furnifhed in the Venetian manner, into an 
iner room in quite a different ftyle. There were no chairs, but he 
defired us to feat ourfelves ona fopha, whillft he placed himfelf on a 
cufhion on the floor, with his legs croffed in the Turkifh fafhion. A 
young black flave fat by him, and a venerable old man, with a long 
beard, ferved us with coffee, 

After this collation fome aromatic gums were brought, and burnt in 
a little filver veffel. Mr. Montague held his nofe over the fleam for 
fome minutes, and fnufled up the perfume with peculiar fatistaction ; 
he afterwards endeavoured to colleét the fmoke with his hands, fpread- 
ing and rubbing it carefully along his beard, which hung in_ hoary 
ringlets to his girdle. We had a great deal of converfation with this 
venerable-looking perfon, who is, to the laft degree, acute, communi- 
cative, and entertaining, and in whofe difcourfe and manners are 
blended’ the vivacity of a Frenchman with the gravity of a’ Turk. We 
found him, however, wonderfully prejudiced in favour of the Turkilh 
characters and manners, which he thinks infinitely preferable to the 
Europeans, or thofe of any other nation. 

He defcribes the Turks in general as a people of great fenfe and in- 
teerity, the moft hofpitable, generous, and the hap; .cft of mankind. 
He talks of returning, as foon as poffible t6 Egypt, which he paints as 
a perfeét paradife ; and thinks that, had it not been otherw ife ordered 
for wife purpofes, of which it does not become us to judae, the chil- 
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dren of Ifrael would certaiuly have chofen to remain where they were, 
and have endeavoured to drive the Egyptians to the land of Canaan, 

Though Mr. Montague hardly ever ftirs abroad, he returned the 
D—’s vifit; and, as we were not provided with cufhions, he fat, while 
he flaid, upon a fopha, with his legs under him, as he had done at his 
own houfe. This pofture, by long habit, is now become the moft 
agreeable to him, and he infifts on its being by far the moft natural 
and convenient; but, indeed, he feems to cherifh the fame opinion 
with regard to all the cuftoms which prevail among the Turks. I 
could not help mentioning one, which I fulpected would be thought 
both unnatural and inconvenient by at leaft one half of the human 
race; that of the men being allowed to engrofs as many women as they 
can maintain, and confimng them to the moft infipid of all lives, 
within their harams. ‘‘ No doubt,” replied he, “ the women are all 
enemies to polygamy and concubinage ; and there is reafon to imagine, 
that this averfion ot theirs, joined to the great influence they have in 
all Chriftian countries, has prevented Mahometani{m from making any 
teen Europe. The‘Turkifh men onthe other hand,” continued 
xe, ‘* have an averfion to Chriftianity, equal to that which the Chriftian 
women have to the religion of Mahomet. Auricular confeffion is 
perfeéily horrible to their imagination. No Turk, of any delicacy, 
would ever allow his wife, particularly if he had but one, to hold pri- 
vate conference with a man, on any pretext whatever.” 

I took notice, that this.averfion to auricular confeflion could not be 
a reafon for the Turk’s diflike to the Proteftant religion. ‘ That 1s 
true,” faid he, “ but you have other tenets in common with the Catho- 
lics, which render your religion as odious as theirs, You forbid po- 
lygamy and concubinage, which in the eyes of the Turks, who obey 
the dictates of the religion they embrace, is confidered as an intolera- 
ble hardihip. Befides, the idea which your religion gives of Heaven 
is by no means to their tafle. It they believed your account, they 
would think it the mofl tirefome and comfortlefs place in the univerle, 
and not one ‘Turk among a thoufand would go to the Chriflian Heav- 
en if he had itin his choice. Laftly, the Chriftian religion confiders 
women, as creatures upon a Jevel with men, and equally entitled to 
every enjoyment, both here and hereafter. When the Turks are told 
this,” added he, ‘they are not furprifed at being informed alfo, that 
women, in general, are better Chriftians than men; but they are per- 
feéily aflonithed that an opinion, which they think fo contrary to com- 
mon fenfe, {hould fubfift among the rational, that is to fay, the male 
part of Chriftians. Jtis impoffible,’ added Mr. Montague, “to drive 
out of the head of a Muffulman, that women are creatures of a fubor- 
dinate {pecies, created merely to comfort and amufe men during 
their journey through this vain world,-but by no meaus worthy of ac- 
companying believers to Paradife, where females, of a mature far fu- 
perior, to women, wait wiih impatience to receive all pious Muflul- 
men into their arms.” 

It is needlefs to relate to you any more of our converfation. A 
lady, to whom I was giving an account of it the day on which it hap- 
pened, could with difficulty allow me to proceed thus far in my 
narrative; but, interrupting me with impatience, fhe faid, the was fur- 
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prifed I could repeat all the nonfenfical deteftable, impious maxims ot 

thofe odious Mahometans ; and fhe thought Mr. Montague fhould be 

fent back to Egypt, with his long beard, and not be allowed to propa- 

gate opinions, the bare mention of-whieh, however reafonable they 

miglit appear to ‘lurks, ought not to be tolerated in any Chriftian land,

HE folly of a moment may deftroy the wifdom of years. Cortes 

had now created difficulties, which, though not finally infupera- 
ble, threatened, for a time, the moft fatal confequences. From this in- 
ftant, the Mexicans began to meditate how they might expel or deftsoy 
the Spaniards. ‘The priefls and leading men held frequent confulta- 
tions tor this purpofe with Montezuma. But, as it :mght prove fatal 
to the captive Monarch to attempt any thing hofti!e, he was willing to 
try more gentle means. He, therefore, figuified to Cortes, that, as 
all the purpofes of his embafly were now accomplilhed, the gods had 
declared their will, and the people expreffed their defire, that he fhould 
inftantly depart. With this he required him to comply, or unayoid- 
able deftruction would fuddenly fall on their heads, Cortes foon per- 
ceived, that this declaration was the refult of fome deep-Jaid {cheme, 
and that it would he more advyifeable to feign a compliance with the 
Emperor's wilhes, than openly to oppole them. He, therefore, an- 
{wered, with great compolure, that he had already begun to prepare 
for returning to his own country; but, as he had deftroyed his vellels, 
fome time was requifite for building others. This appeared fo rea- 
fonable, thata number of Mexicans were fent to Vera Cruz to cut 
down timber, under the infpection of the Spanilh carpenters, Cortes 
flattered him{elf, that, during this interval, he might either find means 
to avert the danger, or receive {uch re-inforcements as would enable 
him to defpife it. 

‘Nine months were now elapfed fince the Deputies of Cortes had 
failed with his difpatches for Spain; and he daily expeéted their re- 
turn with a confirmation of his authority from the King. This was fo 
efientia! to his future fecurity, that his anxiety, during this fufpence, 
was confeqnently extreme; and this was confiderably augmented by 
the recent declaration of Montezuma, antl by feeing his final! numbers 
diminithing daily fromthe difeafes of the.climate, In this cruel fit- 
vation, a Courier arriyed from Vera Cruz, with information, that a 
powerful armament, fitted out by the Governor of Cuba, was on the 
coatt, and, initead of bringing the expeéted aid, threatened them with 
unmediate defiruction, 

The motives which prompted the Governor, to this violent meafure 
might be traced to his jealoufy and diftruft of Cortes, when that Com- 
mander failed from Cuba. But the officers, whom the latter had dil- 








. patched to Spain, contrary to his exprefs orders, had inconfiderately 


touched at that ifland. By this means Velafquez became acquainted, 
not only with the recent proceedings of Cortes, fo hoftile to his own 
authority, but with the inviting opulence of the country, and all his 
flattering profpetts of fuccels, Every paflion which can agitate an 
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ambitious mind now raged inthe bofom of Velafquez, who deter. 
mined inftantly to chaftife Cortes as an enemy and a traitor. An ar. 
mament was foon completed, confifting of eighteen fhips, which had. 
on board teurfcore horfemen, 800 toot-foldiers, of which eigiity were 
mufketeers, 120 cro{s-bow men, and twelve pieces ofcannon. Velaf- 
quez intrufted the command of this formidable force to Pamphilo de 
Narvaez, with inftructions to feize Cortes and his principal officers, 
to fend them prifoners to him, and then to profecute the conquett of 
the country in his name. 

Narvaez landed at St. Juan de Ullua, and immediately {ummoned 
the Governor of Vera Cruz to furrender. Guevara, a Prieit, whom 
he employed in that fervice, made the requifition with fuch infolence, 
that the Governor, inftead of complying, fent him and his attendants 
in chains to Mexico. 

But Cortes acted with more wifdom. Affecting to condemn the 
Governor's feverity, he inftantly releafed the prifoners, and by carefles 
and prefents fo much engaged their confidence, as to learnevery thing 
refpeéting the force and intentions of Narvaez. The afpeét of war 
was now totally changed. However, atter a variety of deliberations, 
with the decifive intrepidity fuited to defperate fituations, Cortes de- 
tirmined to make one bold effort for victory, rather than facrifice his 
conquelts in Mexico. 

The arts of negociation, however, were firit attempted, but without 

fuccefs. The proceedings of Narvaez, however calculated to gratify 
the vengeance of Velafquez, were highly impolitic with refpectt to the 
Spanilh intereft. He not only gave Montezuma and his tubjects to’ 
underftand, that Cortes and his tollowers were fugitives and outlaws, 
but by public proclamation he declared them rebels to their country. 
On the other hand, Cortes laboured to perfuade the captive Monarch, 
that the ftrangers who had lately arvived were his friends and fellow- 
fubjects, and that, alter a fhort interview, they would depart together, 
Montezuma, unable to comprehend fuch oppofite declarations, promif- 
ed to remain quietly in the Spanifh quarters. Cortes, therefore, with 
a feeming comfidence in this promife, left 150 men, as a garrifon un- 
der the command of Alvarado, and marched forthwith to meet Nar- 
vaez. . 
His ftrength, even after the injunétion of the Governor and garri- 
fon of Vera Cruz, did not exceed 250 men. With thefe however, 
after difplaying ali the arts of a confummate negociator, and all the 
forefight and fagacity of a great Commander, he finally found means, 
in the night time, to furprife Narvaez in Zempoalla, where he was 
pofted in the molt careleis fecurity. In the conflict, this vanquifhed 
General was wounded in the eye with a {pear, and, falling to the 
ground, was inftantly clapt in irons, After a fhort refiftance, the 
foldiers compelled their officers to capitulate, and before morning all 
fubmitted quietly to the conqueror. 

Cortes treated the vanquifhed as countrymen and friends, and offer- 
ed either to fend them back to Cuba, or to take them into his fervice 
as partners in his fortune, on,equal terms with his own foldiers. All, 
a few partizans of Narvacz excepted, clofed with the latter propofition ; 
and Cortes now found limltelf at the head of a thoufand Spaniards, 
ieady to fallow wherever he fhould lead them,

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FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 
LONDON, April 3. 

Several accounts fay, that, from all appearances, the people of Auf. 
trian Flanders confider the death of Leopold the IId, as an event favour- 
able to their hopes of throwing off their dependency ci the Germanic 
powers. ‘They are even faid to have reared the regenerated French 
ftandard, and to have determined to put themfelves under the protec- 
tion of France‘rather than continue longer fubjeéted to a foreign def- 
pot. At Bruffels, matters have been carried fo far, that handbills have 
been {tuck up every where in the ftreets, exhorting the people to fhake 
off the yoke of the Houfe of Auftria, and advifing, if they could not ren- 
der themfelves completely and finally independent, at leaft to incorpor- 
ate themfelves with a nation (the French) who had learnt to think and a& 
up to the dignity of human nature.—To counteratt this ferious {pirit of 
revolt, near fixty thoufand troops were already quartered in the Auftrian 
Netherlands, when thefe accounts came away, and numbers every day 
arriving, with every f{pecies of military ftores, adequate to a great un- 
dertakirg. 

A.canal, now propofed to be cut from Manchefter to Sawerb 
bridge, under the name of the Rochdale canal, will complete the plan 
for a communication between the Irith fea and the German ocean. 

The King of Prufflia has had all the arms taken trom the peafants and 
others throughout his whole {tates and this ovcer has been juft carried 
into fuch ftritt execution, that it is fuppofed there is not a fingle muiket 
out of the hands of the Royal military corps. 

A general terror prevails at Conftantinople: A man having, while 
the Grand Signior was at prayers in the mofque, thrown a ball of 
lead at him, weighing a pound and a half.

R. Gardiner moved, that a meflage fhould be fent to the Hon. 

i Senate, requefting that Hon. Body to fend down the bill, now 
on their files. Direing the mode of Naturalization of Confperators, 
Abfentees, and profcribed Perfons, within this Commonwealth ; which 
was, accordingly, ordered. ‘That bill was, foon atter, brought down, 
and was committed to Mr. Jones, Mr. Tudor, and Mr. Towne, who, 
in the afternoon, reported a fimilar bill, for the like purpofes ; which 
was taken up, and read a firft time; but, on a motion tora /econd read- 
ing, a fhort debate took place. Col. White, hoped that bill would 
not have a /econd reading; he did not like people of fuch defcriptions, 
and hoped they would not be admitted among us. Mr. Gardiner ob- 
ferved, that, in his opinion, the Bill reflected the igheft honor upon 
the Legiflature of this country, both Houfes of which had pafled the 
fame, unanimoully, in their refpeétive rooms; thereby ‘difplaying a 
magnanimity worthy of a great and enlightened people. His _politi- 
cal principles, he faid, he believed, had never been fufpetted ; it was 
pretty generally know, that he had drank deep of: the bitter cup of 
the laft war, that war had feparated every branch of his family from 
him, and drawn upon him the refentment of one he was moft bound 
to reverence, and he had pretty feverely telt the confequence of tory 
principles ; which he moit thoroughly detefied. But the war was now 
over, and the diftinctions of Whig and Tory were funk, and ought to 
be known no more. For his own part, his refentments againft the 
defcriptions of men mentioned in the bill were now worn out and ob. 
literated, and he fhould be afhamed to let it be known, that he was any 
longer guided by any little, miferable, narrow, pitiful, political party- 
prejudices. The late Legiflature, who had difcovered fuch a laudable 
magnanimity of mind, would, inthis particular, he hoped, be followed 
by the prefent, and that we fhould calmly attend to the fober voice of 
cool, difpafhonate reafon, and no longer be guided by the ftorms of 
affion, and the violence of refentment. The voice at reafon and of 
found policy, digiated to us to open our arms to a// Foreigners, who 
might with to be received among us, who if they brought not much 
wealth, would bring their perfous, and the perfons of their families, 
which would be a {mall addition to our numbers, and their children, 
moti probably, would propagate among us, and theicby help to multi- 
ply our numbers. He confefled he faw no poflible danger that could 
arife to the Commonwealth, by admitting a few conquered men to 
came and refide among us, He believed the gentleman lalt ear 
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had never read the old Latin Poet, or had not attended to the inftrue, 
tion which may be found in Virgil, of Parcere /ubjettos. “To {pare 
the vanquifhed.”” What a contemptible figure would the great State 
of Maflachufetts make, and appear, in the eyes of all the world, op- 
pofing herfelf to, and warring with, four or five poor, conquered con. 
dpirators? The fubjeét, he faid, was too pitiful to throw away, even, a 
moment’s thought upon. If thofe people fhould come among us, fo 
far from now attempting to injure our government, they would prove 
good and ufeful citizens. They had fled from their country to the 
protection of their King, to whiom they had acknowledged obedience, 
That King has folemnly relinquifhed al! right, title and claim, to this 
country, and, by public treaty, he and his nation are now our declared 
friends, If they love and honour their King then, they muft be avow. 
ed triends to this country. But experience has convinced us, that 
thole who were very obuoxious to this country, as Tories, during the 
Yate war, are real friends to the Commonwealth of Maffachufetts.

*¢ America,” fays he, (in his fpeech on the Canada conftitution bill) 
f* never dreamed of fuch abfurd doéttrine as the Rights of Man.” 

Mr. Burke is fuch a bold prefumer, and advances his affertions and 
his premifes with fuch a deficiency of judgement, that without troub- 
ling ourfelves about principles of philofophy or politics, the mere 
Jogical conclufions they produce, are ridiculous, For inftanee, 

If governments, as Mr. Burke afferts, are not founded on the Rights 
ot Man, and are founded on any rights at all, they confequently mutt 
be tounded on the rights of fomething that is not man. What then 
is that fomething ?

'THEATR E. 

It has frequently been the misfortune of theatrical exhibitions to be 
ranked amongft the frivilous and diffipated amufements cultivated and 
patronized by the great, in defpotic or ariftocratic governments, where 
the people are amu/ed by the policy of the Rulers to prevent them 
from looking into the Rights of Man. A difcrimination ought how- 
ever, in juftice to be made between theatrical exhibitions and others of 
a meaner or really milchievous nature. A virtuous people will al- 
ways infure a chafte theatre, and no Manager would dare to permit 
loofe cr indecent dramatic performances on the American Stage, if he 
had reafon to think his audience’ were difinclined to be entertained 
with produétions of that fort. No good reafon can be ‘afligned why 
the theatre in America may not be made the tutrefs of the mzlder vtr- 
tues of the heart, andafchool ot rebublican virtue equal, if not fuperios 
to that which was reforied to at Athens in the pureft ages of her repub- 
lic. The firft duty of the flage ought to be, to inculcate honefty, pat- 
rioti{m, morality, and good-will to mankind, initead of that favage he- 
roilm of refticfs tyrants ; or tacitly praifing the bloody ations of arif- 
tocratic demagogues, whofe merit has been made to depend on the na- 
tions they have exiirpa‘ed, or the miferics they occafioned to the 
peaceable and virtuous part of the human race. 

At the commencement of the late American war, a body of fourfcore 
old men, tormed themfelves into military company in Pennfy!vania. 
They were chiefly German emigrants, and had ferved with reputation in 
Europe. The commander was nearly 100 years of age, and had been 
in 17 pitched battles.

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© Extradd of a leiier from a geniieman at Gibraltar, ta his correfpondent 
in Philadelpita, dated March 1, : 

«The Emperor (ot Morocco) Yrz1p, having made a forced march, 
and eluded the army commanded by Ben Afflar, pufhed on to the cit 
of Morocco, where he arrived about the fecond of February, but the 
gates being fhut againft him, he attacked the place, and carried it on 
the 6th, when he committed the greateft exceffes, and once more gave 
np the devoted Jews to plunder; many friends as well as enemies fuf» 
fered from the repacity of the army. On the 12th Muley Ifhem reach- 
ed the plain of Micorca: with a confiderable army, faid to confifl of 
thirty thoufand men where the Emperor with about half that number 
met them, and after an engagement which continued from ten to two 
o’clock, obtained the viétory. Ot Ifhem’s army thirteen hundred were 
killed, and eight hundred taken prifoners, fome difperfed themfelves, 
but the greateit part retreated towards Jaffe. The mperor’s lo{s was 
inconfiderable, but he was himfelf wounded in two or three places, 
and the ufe he made of his fuccefs was to put the prifoners to death, 
not one of whom did he pardon. He ordered them to be nailed up 
againit the walls, and upon the floors where they happened to be, and 
he prohibited all perfons from admjniflering any kind of relief to them. 
He alfo put to death, without, any apparent reafon, two Chriilians 
that had been feveral years employed wy his father as, ftone-cutters, 
and two Frenchmen who had pafled into the country from Ceuta. In 
fhort, trom the 12th to the 16th fuch a fcene ot {laughter was exhibit. 
ed as, in Morocco, has feldom been heard of. Onthe 16th, howev- 
er, it pleafed heaven to put an end to it, for on that day the Emperor 
died of his wounds.” ,
